BUTCHERY 
DISCOVERED 


Peiping, July 31 (8.35 a.m.). 

A foreign observer to-day found 
4he bodies of 11 Chinese policemen 
and seven civillans in a field near 
Haitien village, south of Yenehing 
University, all with the hands tied 
behind the backs. Some had been 
shot, but the majority were hacked to 
death. Two of the civillans had been 
decapitated. 

Peace Preservation Corps men from 
Tungchow, encountered to the cast 
of Peiping by this observer, declared 
the entire Japanese population of 
Tungchow, in addition to all Japanese 
troops there, had been annihilated 
during the fighting yesterday, Even- 
tually the Peace Preservation Corps 
was compelled to cvacuate the city 
owing to the activity of Japanese alr- 
craft, but many were now returning.

New York, July 30.- - 

Japan's rejection of the peace pleas 
of Great Britain and the United 
States, says the New York Times in 
an editorial, Indicates that “Japon 
evidently hopes soon to present the 
World with another. fait accompli 
two more provinces ‘freed’ from the 
main body of China.’ 5 

Chinu’s military preparations are 
still far from complete, the paper 
continues. The opportunism which 
lead Marshal. Chiang Kai-shek to 
acquiesce in ‘earlier concessions to 
Japan may again dictate a play for 
time, but now China's generalissimo 
hns to take into account outraged 
Chinese nationalism and the demands 
of the Implacably anti-Japanese com- 
munists of the north-west. 

The Japanese apparently assume 
that Marshal Chiang, for all his bold 
words, will remain aloof from the 
struggle, the Times goes on. 

The national sentiment’ of the 
Chinese masses, however passionately 
inflamed, can do [Ittle more than in- 
effectively subotage Japan's occupa- 
tion of Hopci and Charhar. Thus 
Japan ts gambling upon locallsing the 
conflict, the Times -conéludes,—

The meeting lasted three hours. 
At {ts conclusion it was officially 
stated that a comparison made of the 
answer received on the British plan 
showed a considerable measure of 
Dgreement. But there were import- 
ant divergencies, in view of which 
general discussion was probable. 


The Committee adjourned at 7.30 
p.m. to enable the Governments to 
consider the position arising out of 
the discussion.

EXPERTS DISAGREE 


INTERPRETATION OF: 
CHINESE LAW 


The £10,000 opium confiscation 
claim which continucd before Mr. 
Justice C. G. Alabaster yesterday, 
js not expected to end before next 
Thursday. 


“Phe case for the defendants war 
opened yesterday. They deny 
responsibility for the seizure by th 
Chinese Government. 


Evidence was given by Mr. Theo- 
dore Chung-y!n Chen who sald he 
was n graduate of St, John's Unl- 
versity, Shanghai, and had piss 
the Klanygsu Magistrates’ and the 
Nattonal Judicial OMicers' Examina~ 
tlons, which qualificd him to sit on 
the Bench, He hod been in practice 
in Shanghal as a barrister since 1030 
and was now with Feng and Co. 


Dealing with Notification 949 re- 
questing ndvance notice In writing of 
the arrival of oplum, witness said 
he did not agree with other experts 
thot the notificntion was of a man- 
datory nature. The word “request” 
should be taken at its English equi- 
valent as there wits no official Chin- 
ese text, . : 


So far as a supplementary mani- 
fest was concerned, this cquld be 
filed within 24 hours of the original 
even though the cargo concerned was 
opium, Witness was of the opinion 
that. the Customs authoritics could 
allow transhipment on their own 
authority. 


Mr, Chen did not agree with the 
other experts that importation was 
the bringing of goods within ter- 
ritorial waters. If that was 50, Oo 
ship might pass through territorial 
waters without touching a single 
port and yet be fmporting, Im- 
portation must have landing as its 
ullimate object. He did not know 
of any authority giving the Customs 
power to seize unmanifested goods 

efore 1930. In February, 1931, 
however, this power was given In 
Nanking laws. 

Merchant's Griovanco 

Merchants and foreign consuls in 
Shanghat had never agreed on the 
subject of confiscation. If  con- 
fiscatlon had been Iegal in 1930 and 
if {t were a matter of case law, the 

“Customs: would have - published 
perlodic reports for the guidance 
of merchants, : 

Cross-cxamined by Mr. Potter, 
witness agreed that China had made 
lows for the extermination of opium. 
He agreed that'on his arguments a 
ship could carry opium and He 
alongside the wharf without Inter- 
ference, providing Its papers were in 
order, even if no advance notice 
“were given. The Customs officers 
would be active in such o case to 
prevent the oplum from being smug- 
gled ashore, 

Counsel remarked that such a 
condition of things was putting o 
premium on smuggling. 

Witness ngreed that the request 
for advance notice was a reasonable 
cone, but said in his opinion the Jack 
of it did not render smuggling pre- 
vention less effective. Merchants 
could comply with the request at 
their convenience, . 

. Mr. Chen sald ships with oplum 
on board could be stopped at sea and 
brought into port under the authority 
which China had to use all effective. 
means to prevent smuggling. If 
however, a ship's opium - transit 
papers were in order and even if the 
agent sald it was intended to land 
the oplum, no action could be taken 
becauze declarAtion to do an oct did 
not nmount to on attempt to do it.

STIFFKEY RECTOR 
DEAD 
FATLLY MAULED BY. 
LIONESS 


London, July 40, 

The palnful story of a clergyman's 
disgrace and degradation was 
brought to a tragic close to-day with 
the death of Harold Davidson, for- 
mer Rector of Stiffkey, Norfolk, as 
a result of injuries received in a 
lion's den. 

His denth ‘recalls the most sensa- 
tlonal Consistory Court case with- 
in memory, After a protracted trial 
in 1932 Davidson was found guilty 
on several charges of immoral con- 
duct and was stripped of all his 
ecclesiastical offices, 

The ex-Rector then launched a 
campaign throughout the country, 
always vehemently protesting his 
innocence. In the course of this 
campaign he resorted to undignified 


methods to attract publicity to his 
cause, such as sitting in a 
fa'tingg glass cabinet at Blackpool 
and travelling the country “on show” 
at_ fairgrounds. 

He was fatally injured 
haranguing holliday makers at Skeg- 
ness from a lion's den, He accident- 
ally stumbled over a Honess, which 
angrily mauled’ him and broke his 
neck. He died In hospital.—Reuter 
Special.

Mrs. Pears also points out that she 
has not stated that society girls are 
not suitable apprentices. On the 
contrary in her opinion they com- 
pare most favourably with women In 
other walks of life. 

“Women who make good in ships 
have two things in common," says 
Mrs. Pears, “intelligence, and love 
of the sea.”

EFFECT OF NEW TARIFF 
LEGISLATION aan 

Through a concession: from the 
Seerctary for State for the Colonics 
excluding buslness booked before 
July 7 from the operation of the new 
regulation under the Textile Quotas 
legislation, Hongkong manufacturers 
will now be able to export some 
$000,000 worth of textlle goods which 
have been held up. 

The new regulation requires all 
goods from Hongkong to other British 
Colonies to be spun, woven and finish- 
ed jn the British Empire, or, if only 
woven and finished In Hongkong, the 
yarn to have been spun elsewhere in 
the Emplre. ; 

Asis generally ImndSwn, most of the 
yarn and semi-finished material for 
this Colony's textile industry has 
been hitherto drawn from non- 
Empire sources, and the restriction to 
Imperial Preference produced by the 
new regulation has found the local 
Industry almost totally unprepared 
for a change. ; “ 

One, or two factories anticipating 
the new regulation an inevitable have 
bozun to switch over to the Indian 
yarn, but the process, fenerally 
speaking, hos been slow. Of more 
immediate concern to the majority 
has been the problem of the extensive 
orders: booked prior to the new 
legislution, und for those — concerned 
the information just reeelved from 
the Seerctary of State for the Colonies 
has produced an immense relief, 

Reactlon on Japanese yarn has 
been a decided drop in Its price, 
promoted further by the present 
tendency of the Yen to depreciate, 
It may not be without the bounds of 
possibility that thls drop may yet ad- 
vanee to n point when all advantages 
to be derived by local manufacturers 
from the use of the Indian substitute 
will be wiped out. 

As stated, the position of the rayon 
factories is admittedly dificult, as no 
Empire equivatent oat a comparable 
price can be obtained to replace. the 
Japanese yarn they have been using.

In nnswer to Mr. C. d’'Almada, re- 
presenting Winyard, “Mr. Smith 
stated that on the first visit of In- 
spector Cunningham to Winyard’s 
house, he was concerned with an- 
other matter, but it wan incorrect 
to say that he was greatly annoyed 


:because his name had been used 


without his knowledge, The charges 
of larceny had not been dropped at 
his instigation. 

Regarding a bools produced by Mr. 
dAlmadn belring the name of Ur- 
quhart, Mr. Smith sald it would not 
surprise him if Mr. Urquhart said 
that he had lent it to Winyard. He 
could only state that he had bought 
it at a second-hand shop, 

Questioned on the books which he 
stated belonged te his son, Mr. Smith 
said they were Bennett College books. 
When Mr. d’Almado produced cata- 
loptues of Bennett College books and 
pointed out that they were actually 
bound by. Bennelt College and had 
their name ond’ crest on the cover 
Mr, Smith smd he had studied at 
that College and knew that special 
books could be procured through 
them. He knew that Winyard had 
nttempted two courses in mechanical 
engineering at that, College and it 
was ‘possible that they had sent him 
books, although why he should re- 
quire two sets he did not know, 

When Winyard Joined the Railway 
hy, January 1935, said Mr, Smith, he 
was assistant engineer and Mr, Lam- 
bert chief mechanical engineer. He 


had not noticed if Mr, Lambert took’ 


speclal interest in Winyard’s career 
but knew that Mr, Lambert had ad- 
vised Winyard's parents to send him 
to England, Mr, Smith agreed that 
Mr. Lambert may have. lent books 
to defendant, 


No Use to Student 


One of the books, Mr. Smith went 
on, was issued by the Institute of 
Mechanieal Engineers and every 
member was sent a copy. It dealt 
with very advanced engineering and 
could be of no use to ao student. 
Referring to the books which he 
borrowed from Prof. Middleton 
Smith of the University, Mr. Smith 
sud that he could not say which 
he lost first. : 


Mr. Smith stated he was in Hos-" 


pital in April last year, but denied 
having then given Winyard permis- 
sion to take what books he required. 
Winyard had visited him at the hos- 
pital, he said, ’ 
Identifying each of the books men- 
tioned in the charges, Mr. Smith 


j pointed out an Inscription in one of 


them, which stated that It had been 
given by Mr. Lambert to Winyard in 
1035. This book, he sald, was not 
missed from the office until 1936. 
‘The inscription was not in the boolc 
then, . : 

When {t was suguested that tha 
blueprints found {n Winyard’s pos- 
session hod been elther copies 
specially nade for him by the draw- 
Ing office boy, or old discards, Mr. 
Smith said the coples were in any 
case Government property, and the 
boy had no right-to give them away. 

Ting Yee-yau, office boy, admitted 
that he had given Winyard six of 
the blucprints, but not the remalning 
five. 

“Mr. A. Urquhart identified the 
book, “Acro Engines,” “which Mr, 
Smith declared he had bought in a 
second-hand store, as his own which 
he had Tent to Winyard In 1935, to- 
gether with several other boolss 
which were produced.

LOCAL LEPROSY 
SURVEY 


Two faets stand) out pro- 
minently from the results of the 
investigations into the leprosy 
problem .by the Kowloon  Re- 
sidents’ Association, The first 
is that the discase, loathsome 
though it and definitely contagi- 
ous, is not the serious menace to 
the Colony which many people 
think it is; the second, that, 
except in the matter of notifica- 
tion or registration, existing 
local laws meet the case— 
provided they are put into effect. 
The inquiry which the Associa- 
tion has so admirably carried 
out had its genesis in the. dis- 
covery of a colony of Jepers on 
the mainland. Informed of the 
matter, however, ail-that the 
Government did was to demolish 
the shacks inhabited by — the 
lepers, permitting the occupants 
to disperse and mingle with the 
community generally, Putting 
aside the possible danger to 
public health from such a 
course, consideration for the 
sufferers themselves might have 
been shown to the extent of 
seeing that they were given 
proper — treatment. Actually, 
there was on the Statute Book 
at that time, and still is, un 
Ordinance making provision for 
the medical. care and treatment 
of lepers, but this Ordinance, 
like so many others in’ this 
Colony, has remained practically 
2 dead letter. Under it, nol 
only are out-patient clinics and 
hospital ‘accommodation envisa- 
ged, but the provision of a leper 
settlement or settlements — is 
among the matters for which 
the Governor-in-Council is | em- 
powered to make regulations. 
What is needed is that the plans 
contemplated by the Ordinance 
should be put into operation. 
Consequently, the Kowloon Re- 
sidents’ Association, in urging 
the establishment of ‘a leper 
asylum and clinics for treatment 
of the disense in its carly stages, 
is asking nothing more than the 
Government itself admits to be 
necessary. Compulsory — segre- 
gation is not considered desir- 
nble, as it would tend to drive 
cases underground, but the 
Association is fully alive to the

MEMORABLE SIGHT 


It will be a long time before I for- 
vet the sight at the 18th as Cotton 
played the Jast of the 72 holes. At 
least 15,000 spectators lined the sides 
of the fairway and behind the green, 
apparently careless of the drenching 
rain which tumbled down on thelr 
many-coloured umbrellas, 


. 
As It happened the champlon bun- 
kered his second shot and took 5, but 
the crowd gave him a tremendous 
cheer, for they knew he had broken 
Reggie Whitcombe's total by two 
strokes and was unlikely to be 
paught, : 


It was the finish of one of the 
most remarkable rounds I have 
ever scen. Cotton started ft, know. 
ing that he had to do 72 to lead 
the field; yet he played as if he 
were Indulging inn friendly frame 
on his own course anid even-assisted 
in marshalling the crowd into their 
places before taking his shots. 

He made only one slip in an out- 
ward half of 35, a short appronch at 
the 7th, On the homeward journcy 
he missed a putt of 2ft. at the 15th: 
otherwise every shot went to the 
right place. Seven_ times he got 
down in two from off the green, 
beating the Amcricans at thelr own 
game. . 
--The Americans were eclipsed 50 
thoroughly that only Nelson and, Dud- 
ley, of their Ryder Cup “team, found 
an place'umong the eight leaders. 
They offered no excuses, for seve 
of them Informed me that they were 


“quite accustomed to conditions such 


us prevailed to-day. They were at 
home either in wind:or rain; In thelr 
own words, their failure was un- 
accountable and inexcusable. . 


THE DELUGE 


- At one time late in the afternoon 
there was n, possibility that the hon- 
our so worthily won by Cotton would 
be snatched, at any rate, temporarily, 
from his grasp. After ceasing for an 
hour, raih commenced to fall heavily 
again and some of the greens were 
water-logged. Alliss and Branch 
found the first green almost covered 
with pools and refused to putt. They 
sent backs word to the clubhouse. 

The R, and A. committee held a 
hurried conference and dispatched 
men out with brushes and besoms to 
clear away the water, Later they 
went out to inspect the course theme 
selves and anxious minutes passed 
before we received the tidings that 
the championship would be com- 
pleted, 

This championship of 1037 will go 
down in history as a golfing epic—a 
story of three gallant Englishmen 
fighting for the title, bravely und 
stoically, In weather that would have 
daunted the stoutest heart. 


WASHED OUT OF THE TITLE 


First we had Reggie Whitcombe, 
who had the worst luck of all. He 
played throughout .the rain, while 
others had a break af nearly an hour. 


He was Hterally washed out of the, 


title. : 
Starting the Inst round’ with n two 
strokes lead, he went very well until 
he missed o 2ft. putt at the sixth.

Then came Padghom, more confid- 
ent than I have seen him for some 
time. He reached the turn in 36 and 
stood on the 14th tee one under fours 
and only a stroke’ behind Whitcombe. 
There, however, he began to feel the 
strain and finally finished with a 7 at 
the 18th,owlng to visiting the waters 
of the Barry Burn. 

Last of the four, for Cotton Inter~ 
vened, cnine Charles Whitcombe, who, 
just ns he started, ran into. the worst 
of the weather. . He knew. he had te 
go round in 71-to win.. He began 
extremely well with. five 4’s,-but a 6 
at the long sixth owing to bunker 


trouble gave him a jolt. He recover- 


ed and renched the turn in 38, still 
with a chance, 

Another 6 nt the Mth owing to a 
wild drive, saw the end of his chances 
and the title taken from his family, 

Before the end we were given ane 
other ‘thrill in this amazing day. It 
was provided by Charles Lacey, elder 
brother of Arthur, our Ryder Cup 
player, who has been over here from 
Amerten on holiday. After returning 
70 in the morning he threatened to 
overhaul Cotton, for he renched’ the 
turn tn 3G ond when he stood on the 
17th tee,;one under d's, he wanted 
{wo'd's to. tle, 

That naturally was beyond him, but 
he had the satisfaction of finishing 
third, In between the brothers Whit 
combe, 7 ‘ 

I he had had any luck with his 
putting, Regrle Whitcombe would 
have been in an unassailable position 
before the last round, Several putts 
during his third round hung on the 
Up of the hole In tantalising manner. 
He told me afterwards that he played 
his best shot in the champlonshiv at 
the 10th--a glorious spoon shat, from 
n cupped Ile, on to the green, and he 
holed the putt for a three, 

WONDERFUL FINISHES 

In this third round, brother Charles 
gid the last five holes in one under 
fours, Including threes at the 13th, 
15th and 16th, Tt was a wonderful 
finish, but Cotten excelled it, 

Cotton was taree over fours at the} 
16th, but he played the fast three | 
holes in 3, 4.4. At the Tast, a par 5,; 
he put an iron shot 6ft. from the pin 
and holed the putt.

Great Britain's © wonder — miller. 
Sydney Wooderson, ran fhe racc of 
his ilfe at the White City, where he 
gave Peter Ward, the Archilles Club 
International, 50 yards’ start In a 
mile. and wiped out all but one yard 
of that distance to achicve a personal 
times offictally returned at 4min. 
10dscc,—2-Ssec, faster than his 
‘British record for one mile made at 
Chelmsford Inst year. ' 

Wooderson’s feat was the high 
light of a thrilling race In the “Vic= 
tory” Trophy four miles relay (4 at 
1 mile) held in conjunction with the 
junior AAA. championships. When 
banded the baton for the lost stage, 
the English champion found himself 
in third position, 50 yards behind 
Ward (Achilles) and 30 yards be- 
hind M. Curr (Poly). After the first 
Jap he had reduced his deficit on the 
‘ender to 40 yurds, and by the time 
the Inst Inp commenced he was 
moving strongly with Ward only 20 
yards ahead, ‘ 

Wooderson was on the heels of 
Ward rounding the final bend, and 
then he commenced a ‘flat out” dash 
whieh toole chim = to his rival's 
shoulder, Ward responded .to this 
challenge, and together — they raced 
magnificently to the tape. Ward 
won, but it took none of the credit 
from Wooderson, whose great fight 
has not been equalled In mile relay 
running in this country. 

While .Archilles Club were able to 
retain thelr trophy in thiy race, they , 
were less fortunate in the English 
senior mile relay (4 at 440 yards) 
champlonship, — which London A.C. 
secured from them by a mere 1% 
yurds, London’s performance was 
all the more praiscworthy because 
they were without Fred Wolf, thelr 
Olympic star, who is troubled with 
n damaged thigh muscle which is 
him out of the AAA. 
championships this week-end.
